Charges evolve 
from election 


Tony Garcia, III, a write- 
in candidate for mayor in Sat­ 
urday's municipal e l e c t i o n , 
said he had been intimidated 
at ttie poll when he went 
to 
vote. Garcia made the state­ 
ment Saturday evening in the 
city hall after the poll had 
closed. 
According to a city o f f i - 
cia], Garcia appeared to vote 
before noon, telling Edgar 
Stiegler, an election official, 
that he did not have his voter 
registration certificate.

Hospital receives 
re-certification 


P l a n to a t t e n d H o n d o L i b r a r y o p e n h o u s e A p r i l J I 


Medina Memorial Hospital 
has been re-certified for Med­ 
icare. 
Word was received Wednes­ 
day morning from HEW that 
the re-certification has been 
granted retroactive to Dec. 19, 
1969. That’s the date when 
the agency revoked M edina 
Memorial's certification. 
Certification was lifted by 
the federal agency because 
the hospital was unable to hi­ 
re enough nurses for 24 - hour 
registered nursing care. 


Re-certification of the fa­ 
cility became possible with 
the enactment of special leg­ 
islation fostered in Congress 
by Rep. Abraham (Chick) Ha­ 
zen and the rest of the T e x a s 
delegation. 
The waiver of 24-hour reg­ 
istered nursing provisions will 
be in effect for 12 months be­ 
ginning April 5. 
Meanwhile, 
file hospital is expected to 
make every’ effort to secure 
the necessary nurses. 
The HEW notice said such 


efforts will be closely evaluat­ 
ed at the end of the wa i v e r 
time if the hospital is still de­ 
ficient in registered nur s es , 
and wishes to have Its certifi­ 
cation continued.

Melvin Finger said Wednesday 
that word is being a wa i t e d 
from Blue Cross before the hos­ 
pital can began taking and 
processing applications under 
Medicare. He said he expects 
to hear from Blue Cross by 
next week.

We need help to stop or 
defer action on proposed new 
U .S. Department of Transpor­ 
tation regulations a f f e c t i n g 
drivers of farm trucks. 


We feel that the regulation 
will work a great handicap on 
many fanners and r an c h er s 
and ask that they write letters 
to U .S. Senators Bentsen and 
Tower, Congressman A b r a ­ 
ham (Chick) Kazen, and also 
to Transportation Sec re ta ry 
John Volpe explaining how the 
regulations will affect then 
personally. 


Proposed regulations to be­ 
come effective July I , 197 1 
include the following re, uire- 
ments for d r i v er s of farm 
trucks: 


1. Be at least 21 years of 
age. 


2. Carry' a certificate,ex­ 
ecuted by a physician during 
the preceding 24 months, ev­ 
idencing fitness to d r i v e a 
truck.

3. Pass a road test in truck 
operation. 
4. Take and pass an ex­ 
amination on the federal Mo­ 
tor Vehicle Safety Regulations. 
5. lf the driver is an em­ 
ployee of a farmer, lie must 
supply the farmer with e v i - 
deuce of compliance with the 
four preceding requirements, 
plus an application 
for em­ 
ployment which shall disclose 
traffic violations and disposi­ 
tion thereof, plus an a n n u a l 
supplementary statement re ­ 
lating to traffic violations.

C o u n ty rubella cam paign starts 


Medina County will launch 
a county-wide rubella immu­ 
nization campaign during the 
month of April. 
Parents of 
children ages one through ten 
are urged to t ak e advantage 
of the availability of this vac­ 
cine. 
Parents are reminded that 
this vaccine is for r u b e l l a , 
commonly called German or 
3-day measles, and shoul d 
not be confused with the vac­ 
cine that has been offered 
in 
the past few years for regular 
red or 10-day measles which 
does not protect against rebek- 
la. 
Also, since many c h i l d ­ 
hood diseases look and 
act 


like rubella, it is impossible 
to know for sure that a 
child 
has had the disease without a 
special blood test. 
So it is 
recommended that all c h i l ­ 
dren ages one thr ough 
ten 
years be given the vaccine e- 
ven though it is believed that 
a child has already had the 
disease. It is safe for a child 
who has had the disease to re­ 
ceive the vaccine. 
Using the virtually painless 
"jet injector", rubella 
v a c ­ 
cine will be administered 
in 
the schools to school age and 
pre-school children h a v i n g 
signed permission from a par­ 
ent or guardian.
